essaries of life and the essentials of in- 
dustry. 

‘“‘We deplore, as the most sinister con- 
sequences of the corruption and graft 
which degrade our politica] and industrial 
life, the widespread distrust and discredit 
of républican government which they 
have produced and which have led many 
men of undoubted probity and ardent pa- 
triotism to listen patiently, if not ap- 
provingly, to proposals distinctly social- 
istic, which if adopted must inevitably 
wreck the foundation of republican gov- 
ernment and endanger the entire fabric 
of Christian civilization. 

‘“‘We hold that the cure for these abuses 
is not dn socialism, which by enormously 
extending the power of government must 
aggravate, but in democracy which by’ 
excluding government from any inter- 
ference whatever with private industry, 
must cure them. 

Public Utilities Rates. 

“It is the duty of government to ascer- 
tain the actual cost of operating all 
public service corporations and to fix 
from time to time reasonable rates for 
the service they perform. 

‘We ask the federal government to 
exercise its influence to bring about 
speedy cessation of the atrocities now 
being committed against the Jews in 
Russia, 

“In common with the democrats of all 
the states and expressing the sentiment 
of the high-minded citizenship of the re- 
public without reference to party, we 
view with pride and satisfaction the

Animal and Plant Diseases. 


(Francis Wayland Glen in Canadian 
Horticulturist.) 

My mother sald to me when a lad 
working in the garden: “You cannot 
cheat a cow, hen, hill of corn or a fruit 
tree.”” She said that there was a law 
common to animals and plants. The 
roots of a tree are its stomach, where it 
takes in food and digests it. The leaves 
are its lungs, where it takes in that 
which gives life to its sap or blood. The 
tree must have healthy leaves just as @ 
man must have healthy lungs. The trees 
in our streets are gradually dying be- 
cause insects destroy their leaves by 
midsummer. They have less and less 
vitality each year, and finally die, as a 
person with consumption, or are winter 
killed because too feeble to resist the 
cold. 

The doctors will organize a new pro- 
fession and can render most beneficient 
service to the lover of trees, frultg and 
vegetables. We must learn to treat 
young trees and plants like children, 
study their habits, likes and dislikes, 
temperainent, needs, appetites and ail- 
ments, and find remedies for their ill- 
nesses.

“We speak American, but we under. 
stand English,” a witty friend of mine 
once sald to a visitor from the’ ‘‘vld 
country.”’ Englishmen, on the other 
hand, sometimes tell us they don’t un- 
derstand American. Dickens, for exam- 
ple, professed to have been puzzled by 
the waiter of the Tremont house, who 
asked him if he wanted dinner “right 
away.” 

A more common stumbling block is 
the word “‘‘rare’’ applied to meat, in the 
sense of ‘‘underdone,’’ which is its Eng- 
lish equivalent.

No satisfactory explanation 
being offered, he concluded that it had 
reference to the texture of the meat, as 
being, when lightly cooked, less dense 
or compressed than when thoroughly 
done.

It was probably the special familiarity 
with this phrase at the time of the civil 
war which led to the adoption of “san- 
itarium” in the sense of “sanatorium.”

CATCHES PIT AND STALLS

ONDON, September 26.—It should 
3 be forgivable to suppose that an 
ambitious play in blank verse on 
the theme of Tristram and Iseult would 
be the kind of thing one ought to enjoy 


more than one usually does; but the vet- 


eran Comyns Carr has written such a 
play which, as produced at the Adelphi 
this week, turned out to be a source of 
real pleasure to pit and Stalls alike. 
was good, sound, workmaniike drama for 
the most part, and not a sacrifice of ac- 
tion and interest to pretentious words. 
Wagner took up the story for his opera 
at the point where Tristram, bringing 
the lovely Iseult to be the “bride of King 
Mark, drank with her the supposed 
poison which proved to be a love potion. 
In the Comyns Carr play we have two 
stirring acts before we reach the love 


potion. They tell the story of Tristram’s 
departure for Ireland in search of heal- 
ing from Mordaunt’s radiant sister for 
the wound he got from Mordaunt’s poi- 
soned spear in the duel that saved the 
Cornish kingdom from the depredation of 
the Irish warriors—a fight that won for 
Tristram the love of Corhwall ang the 
disguised hatred of the Cornish, King 
Mark, to whom Tristram was nephew 
and heir. In the Carr version of the old 
story, Mark wants to be rid of Tristram 
and urges him to set forth on the jour- 
ney, knowing that the Irish king, father 
of Mordaunt and Iseult, had vowed to 
slay the first Cornish knight who set -oot 
on his shores. 

In the second act we find. Tristram in 
the Irish court, his identity eoncealed, 
while Iseult has well-nigh cured him of 
his wound. For love of her he enters 
the lists at the last moment and defeats 
the Saracen knight, who otherwise would 
have been victorious in the tournament 
for her hand, having overthrown, one by 
one, all of the Irish champions. There is 
a big dramatic moment when Tristram’'s 
triumph is announced and it is revea.:ed 
that he, the knight who ts entitled to 
Iseult’s hand, is none other than the 
slayer of Iseult’s brother. He loves her, 
too, and yet is Sound to demand her in 
marriage, not for himself but for King 
Mark. It is in the third act that we get 
the familiar scene of the love-potion, 
while the fourth act deals out death to 
the fated pair. 

The author's blank verse is serviceabie, 
never rising to great heights; occasional- 
ly dropping to commonplace, but nearly 
always carrying the story on without 
delay. Everything considered, ‘Tristram 
and Iseult’’ must be voted to be far above 
the average merit; and it had worthy 
interpreters in Oscar Asche as King 
Mark, Lily Brayton as Iseui, and an un- 
commonly sound, straightforward going 
actofr, Matheson Lang, as Tristram. 
Play and players were received with 
markeq enthusiasm.

Even on the very 
morning when he was to be married, for 
his debts’ sake, to the daughter of a par- 
venu millionaire, we find him in bed half 
an hour before the time set for the cér- 
emony, trying to decide whether or not 
he shall wed. His prospective mother-in- 
law, an aunt whose five-year-old daugn™ 
ter he has’ promised to marry in due 
course, a_ fascinating widow, a money 
lender and various’ other personages 
make things lively for dear Toddles, until 
the redoubtable aunt walks off with his 
trousers, whereupon Toddles, having sent 
away all of his other clothes for the hon- 
eymoon journey. climbs comfortably back 
into bed, relieved of the difficulty of 
making up his mind. This was the situa- 
tion at the end of the second act. But 
Toddles is.captured and carried off to the 
wedding in his pajamas and dressing 
gown; yet even then it is quite beyond 
him to say ‘yes’? at the proper time. 
Ultimately he falls in love with the girl 
he has flouted and all ends well. It is 
easy to guess how much of blithe, irre- 
sponsible naughtiness there was in the 
original French version, and how much 
the English version has suffered by the 
necessary conventions. But it is all 
good-natured and amusing, and gives an 
excellent and highly appreciated opportu- 
nity for laughter-making by Cyril Maude, 
Lottie Venne, Alfred Bishop, Nancy 
Price and the other members of a distin- 
guished company. 

“Toddles” is preceded by a one-act 
play without words, a version of Afbert 
Chevalier, of the old story of “The 
Scapegrace,”’ with incidental music by 
Edward Jones. That uncommonly pretty 
American girl, Pauline Chase, is the 
chief figure of the little play, which with- 
out her attractiveness would have been 
rather dull, As a rule, acting without 
words is as valuable an artistic achieve- 
ment as playing the plano with one fin- 
ger. 


It would not be surprising if all hands 
at the Garrick theater were a bit ‘‘sick’’ 


over the result, to date, of Arthur Bour- 
chier’s recent action tn connection with 
first night dramatic criticism. For, in- 
stead of complaisantly falling in with the 
manager's suggestion and announcing 
their intention to publish criticisms im- 
mediately the piece was a week old, the 
London press, with one excepfion, has 
pointedly ignored ‘‘The Morals of Mar- 
cus,"' and although one has no positive 
information on the subject—it is belleyed 
that business at the Garrick has suffered 
considerably in consequence.

Vietoria, B. C., Septem'ber 26.—H. M. S. 
was engaged in 
patrolling Bering sea during the past 
sealing season, returned yesterday, bring- 
ing further advices of a raid on 8t. Paul 
island and on the Pelagic sealing fleet, 
of both British and Japanese. No seizure 
were made this season and no accounts 
were reported. The take on the islands 
was lower than ever, owing to the scar- 
city of ceals, but ten thousand were 
taken on the rookeries by the North 
American Commercial Company.

St. Petersburg, September 26.—Grave 
agrarian disorders have broke out in 
the province of Viatka, the center of 


disturbances being the important district 
of Malmuish, with a population of over 

100,000, where, according to the reports 
received, the inhabitants of seventy vil- 
lages have joined in the uprising, have 
disarmed and expelled the police and are 
pillaging and destroying the residences of 
the land owners and devastating the 
country. 

It is rumored at Viatka that the ad- 
ministrative police chiefs in the Mal- 
muish district and eight of their subordl- 
nates ‘have been killed. The excesses 
began September 20 with a riot over the 
enrollment of army regerve men for their 
autumn service. At the village of Multani 
a mob of peasants attacked the enroll- 
ment station, killed a sergeant and six 
rural policemen, mortally wounded the 
assistant police chief of the district 
and destroyed the lists of reserve men. 
The Viborg manifesto is thought to be 
more directly responsible for the disor- 
ders than anything else.

OF LABOR MEN 


Political Text Book Issued al 
Washington, 


In Every Sevcajon of Country Where 
Candidates Oppose Trades Unions 
Figkt Is to Be Made—Bene- 
ticial Legislation Is the 
Chief Object. 


Washington, D. C., September 26.—The 
American Federation of Labor today is- 
sued its political text-book for the pend- 
ing congressional campaign. The pwhbli- 
cation is a pamphlet of thirty-eight pages 
and consists of a republication of “‘labor'’s 
bill of grievances” of last March; an ex- 
planation of the origin and purpose of the 
federation, together with a history of its 
efforts to secure legislation; a history of 
the use of the power of injunction in the 
United States courts; an explanation of 
the eight-hour law: a dissertation on 
convict labor and an announcement of 
the campaign program. 

Under the last mentioned head is found 
“the following recommendation: 

“We recommend that central bodies and 
local unions proceed without delay by the 
election of delegates to meet in conven- 
tion to formulate plans to further the 
intrests of this movement, and at the 
proper time and in the proper manner 
nominate candidates who will unquestion- 
ably stand for the enactment into law 
of labor and progressive measures. The 
first concern of all should be the posi- 
tive defeat of those who have been hos- 
tile or indifferent to the just demands of 
labor. A stinging rebuke to them will 
benefit not only the toilers, put the peo- 
ple of the entire country. 

“Wherever both parties ignore labor's 
legislative demands, a straight labor can- 
didate should be nominated: that honest 
men may have the opportunity in exercis- 
ing their franchise to vote according to 
their conscience instead of being com- 
pelled either to refrain from voting or to 
vote for the candidate, and the party 
they must in their innermost souls de- 
epise. 

“Where a congressman or state legis- 
lator has proven himself a true friend 
to labor, he should be supported, and no 
candidate nominated against him. 

“Wherever it is apparent that an en- 
tirely independent labor candidate can- 
mot be elected, efforts should be made 
‘O secure such support by indorsement 
of candidates by the minority party in 
the district, and by such other progressive 
elements we will encourage the election 
of labor representatives.’’ 

Attention: is calleg to the recent elec- 
tion of fifty-four trade unionists to the 
British parliament, and American work- 
ngmen are adviseq that they are just 
ae capable of serving the country in a 
jegislative capacity as are their fellows 
&cross the water. 

The inauguration of this programme is 
“ttributed by the text book to the fail- 
mre of the president and congress to give 
proper consideration to the “bill of griev- 
ances.”” The membership of the federa- 
tion is placed at 3,000,000.

Sailing 
vessels there had to run for shelter, and 
booms of logs broke in the Jordan river.

Outlying portions of New Orleans were 
damaged by a sudden rise of 4 feet in 
Lake Ponchartrain, caused by the wind 
driving in the water from the gulf. Buck, 
town, a gambling resort on the lake, 
about & miles from the center of the 
city, was reporteq damaged, with some 
of its houses washed from their wooder 
supports. 

Telephone messages from West End, a 
summer amusement place, said that the 
water there was 3 feet deep over the 
shell road, and that in addition to dam- 
age done to pleasure craft which anchor 
tnere in large numbers, the buildings 
of the Southern Yacht Club was threai- 
ened with serious harm if the rise con- 
tinued.

McAlister, I...T,, September 26.—Wil- 
liam J. Bryan arrived here tonight on 4 
special and was immediately taken to a 
large platfurm in front of the Elks’ hall, 


where he made a short speech. 

Mr. Bryan urged the democrats to 
stand shoulder to shoulder and make the 
new state democratic from center cir- 
cumference.

He repeated what he has said 
previously about government owenrship. 
He paid special attention to the speeches 
being made by Secretary of the Treasury 
Shaw, and to the record ef the republi- 
can party during the past ten years. 
He declared the republican party is in 
pretty bad condition when, at the end of 
ten years of absolute control, it has but 
one man—Theodore Rooseveit—whom the 
republican papers believe is capable of 
leading the party to victory In 1908. He 
said that the president has escaped the 
blight that seems to have fallen on all 
the rest of the republicans because he 
is the one man in the party who has 
had the courage to depart from repub- 
lican platforms and borrOw from demo- 
cratic platforms.

With’ the local situation having resumed a normal aspect, it is the im- 
perative duty of the calm-thinking, conservative people who rule this com- 
munity to analyze the deplorable events of the last few days.

It is certain that law 
reforms, where violence only aggravates, 
Atlanta wil’ be worse off, not better, for 
what has happened. If ever we needed 
wise counsel and prompt action we need 
it now. The American name is stained. 
Georgia, of course, will suffer chiefly, 
then the whole south. But the whole 
American reputation suffers in the eyes 
of the world, and more than that, in our 
eyes. We are challenged to assert and 
maintain !taw and order and see that 
“government of the people, for the peo- 
ple, by the peOple, does not perish from 
the earth.” j

Mob law Condemned and 
- Officials Praised 


Mayor Jg-quested to Keep the Saloons 
Closed Throughout the Week and 
Recorder Broyles Praised 
for the Course He 
Has Pursued.

The Fulton county grand jury, in ses- 
gion yesterday, adopted resolutions gon- 
demning outlawry of every form, pre sed 
Recorder Broyles, and asked Mayor 
Woodward to keep the saloons closed 
throughout the week.

“We, the members

Yunspeakabie and “unmitigated evil. - We 
appeal to all conservative and, law- 
abiding citizens to exert their utmost in- 
fluence for the prompt and vigorous sup- 
pression of mob violence, and for the 
strict enforcement of law and order. We 
‘call upon the good people of the county, 
who are advised of the identity of any 
person or persons who either t0Ook part 
in the recent rioting in this city, or were 
witnesses of same, to furnish to the 
grand jury the names of such partict- 
pants or witnesses, to the end that those 
persons who may be shown to have taken 
part in the rioting, either as leaders or 
participants, may ‘be presented by the 
grand jury for trial. 

“The assaults on tWw@é women of this 
county must cease, but the killing and 
maiming of innocent persons is no pun- 
ishment for the original crime; one 
crime is never cured by the commission 
of another crime. The rioting of last 
Saturday night is a blot on the 
name of this county, and an outrage on 
our Anglo-Saxon civilization. When an 
honest appea! to the courts of the coun- 
try shall no longer be available, we will 
have incurred exposure to the greatest 
private and public calamity. Let us, 
therefOre, at every peril and sacrifice, 
aphold the strong arm of the court; aid 
in the enforcement of law in letter and 
in spirit, and thus presemve the blessings 
of orderly liberty to ourselves and to our 
children.

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ASSAULTS AND MOB LAW 
ARE ATTACKED BY JUDGE 


Judge Pendleton Delivers Special Charge to Fulton 
County Grand Jury on Recent Riots and 
on Rape. 


OB law and all the evils which 
follow in its train were de- 


M nounced in most emphatic terms 


by Judge John T. Pendleton in a speciai 
charge delivered to the Fulton county 
grand jury yesterday morning. But 
while Judge Pendleton denounceg the 
murderous lawlessness of the mob, he did 
not fail to characterize the crime of rape 
and the attempt to commit it as the 
most vicious crime with which organized 
society has to deal. 

“There is-no crime knomn to the law 
equal in moral turpitude to rape,’ said 
he, in refeerring to this subject. ‘‘The 
effect of murder and treason upon a 
community is not half so demoralizing, 
so debasing as rape, ang it will be your 
duty in investigating these matters to 
bring to bear all your powers and 
your energies in order to punish the guilty 
and thus to protect the innocent; be- 
cause the innocent are protected in pun- 
ishing the gullty. 

“The object of punishment is two-fold; 
first, to punish the guilty, and second, 
to protect the innocent by deterring 
others from the commission of like of- 
fenses, and I can conceive of nothing 
which should so inspire a grand jury with 
a desire to do its utmost as the investi- 
gation of charges of rape ang assault 
With intent to rape. They go to the 
very existence of our domestic relations, 
our social life and our poltical govern- 
ment and economy, and it is your duty 
to investigate matters thoroughly, to in- 
vestigate most thoroughly all these cases 
that come before you.”

Militay Headquarters Were 
Changed Yesterday, 


City Was Normally Quiet Yesterday 
and the Soldiers (Were Able to 
Secure Some Much Need- 
ed Rest Dering 
the Day. 


The military situation remained much 
the same yesterday and the soldiers 
guarded the streets of Atlanta and the 
Suburbs as usual. It was very evident 
that Colonel Anderson and his associates 
at headquarters were of the opinion that 
the trouble was over and that Atlanta 
was herself once more. 

At 6 o’clock Colonel Anderson changed 
his military headquarters from the Elkin- 
Watson drug store to the Governor's 
Horse Guard's armory on Edgewood ave- 
nue. As a result all officers reported to 
the armory last night and all orders 
were issued from that place. 

Yesterday. proved to be normally quiet 
and the soldiers were again given an op- 
portunity to secure some much needed 
sleep and rest. While the out-of-town 
companies have been the recipients of 
much praise for their immediate response 
to Atlanta's call for aid, the fact remains 
that the men of the Atlanta compaines of 
the militia have had the heaviest burden 
to carry because they have been on duty 
from the very first call Saturday night. 

So constant and so continuous has been 
the work of guarding and patrolling as- 
signed to these companies that their 
chances for regular meals and periods 
of rest and sleep have been few and far 
between. Colonel Anderson, of the Fifth 
Georgia, in command of.all the military 
forces in the city, has complimented the 
work of all those engaged. 


the hardest work of any in that they 
have been on duty from the very first 
with the chances that they will continue 
to be on duty until all of the troops are 
withdrawn from the city. In spite of 
this fact, the Atlanta boys have been 
quite as cheerful as they have been 
prompt in responding to every order and 
not one word or sign of complaint be- 
cause of the arduous duties and the long 
hours has been heard. 

One of the greatest needs of Atlanta, 
that of an armory adequate for the 
mobilizing of a large military force for 
drills, etc., has been demonstrated by 
the recent troubles. Because of the. lack 
of just such proper faciliies the work 
of the militia has been much harder, 
more difficult and exhausting than it 
would have been under better conditions. 
With a central armory it would have 
been much easier to call out the troops 
and the response of the militia to the 
riot call would have been much quicker. 

Another great advantage would have 
been that the reserves held at headquar- 
ters for special orders and emergency 
calls would have been given an oppor- 
tunity to secure much needed sleep and 
rest if an armory had been provided. Be- 


But the Atlanta soldiers have had much, 


cause of the lack of this armory the 
troops held in reserve were compelled 
to stand in the streets or sit down on 
the curbing until sent out. With proper 
facilities all of the troops, and especially 
the Atlanta soldiers, who have been on 
duty from the first, would have been 
given many of the privileges offered in 
other cities of which they were deprived 
because of Atlanta’s lack of a large 
armory. 

Many of the militia believe th®t now 
that the citizens have been offered posi- 
tive and practical proof of the real neces- 
sity of a national guard composed of 
state troops, it is probable that they will 
be given an armory or at least more 
adequate quarters and that the present 
pittance of $3,000 per year voted by the 
city council will be greatly enlarged. It 
will be remembered that Mayor Wood- 
ward advocated such an armory, one 
that could also be used for Atlanta’s 
much needed auditorium, in his messages. 
This subject has been generally and fa- 
vorably discussed by the soldiers and 
citizens during the past few days and 
it is believed that the matter will be 
brought before the city council and the 
citizens of Atlanta in the immediate fu- 


ture, 


One thing is certain, the work of the 
soldiers, both the Atlanta companies and 
those from other cities, have demon- 
strated their ability to cope with a sert- 
ous situation and bring order out of 
chaos. And that the citizens of Atlanta 
appreciate this fact has been proved 
again and again by their every indorse- 
ment of the splendid and efficient work 
in their conversation on the streets, the 
trolley cars and in the homes. Both 
officers and soldiers believing that the 
time has arrived’ when the subject of an 
adequate armory in combination with 
the much talked of auditorium for At- 
lanta may be taken up with some hope 
of securing these facilities found in other 
cities, are preparing to take the matter 
up and press it with both the proper au- 
thorities and the citizenry at large the 
moment the forces are withdrawn from 
their present duty of guarding and 
patroling the streets of Atlanta.

Turkish Island in Hungary. 

(From the Pall Mall Gazette.) 

An interesting incident has just oc- 
curred on theisiand of Ada-Katch, 
known by some as Uj-Orsova. Those at 
all familiar with the Danube in this dl- 
rection cannot fail to have been fasci- 
nated by the Oriental spirit wnaich e- 
vails there. Here, in Hungarian terri- 
tory, is a Turkish colony, for the iIn- 
habitants of this island in the Danube 
are exclusively Turks; they pay no 
taxes, and are exempt from military 
service. They live by the cuttivation of | 
tobacco, wine and roses, as well as by 
fishing. In 1716 this island was taken 
from the Turks by the Austrians, who, 
on fortifying it, made it the strongest 
strategic point on the lower Danube. 
Twenty-two years later, after a four 
months’ siege, it again came under 
Turkish rule, remaining so until 1878, 
when, according to the terms of the 
Berlin treaty, Austro-Hungarian troops 
took possession. 

The inhabitants have never failed to 
recognize the sovereignty of the sultan, 
and justice has always been administer- 
ed according to Turkish laws.. The en- 
tire spirit of the place is Mohammedan, 
the customs and manner of living re- 
maining so until this day. Though this 
colony has existed so long it never en- 
tered into the fray of disturbed nation- 
alitties, the Turks asked for nothing, 
hence their politica: status has never 
been settled. 

Now the largest batch On record of em- 
igrants has jeft for their native land. It 
was due to the intervention of Omer 
Lufti Bey, who appealed to the sultan 
for aid, consequently a large sum of 
money was sent from Constantinople for 
emigration purposes, and sixteen poor 
families, representing eighty persons, 
left by boat for Galatz, where they will 
be met by the Turkish consul, who will 
transport them still further. They are 
gonng to sett'e down at Brussa, across 
the dosporus, where the sultan has 
placea a large tract of land at their 
disposal, and has provided One pair of 
oxen and one plow, together with 
freedom fram taxation for seven years 
to each head of a family.
